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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Since the close of the annual 
meeting the principal activity of 
the officers of the Nebraska State 
Bar Association has been the ap- 
pointment of committees and as- 
signment of their duties. I am 
happy to report that all of the com- 
mittees are actively carrying out 
their responsibilities. 

The House of Delegates at the 
annual meeting in approving the 
reports of various committees au- 
thorized the presentation of many 
important legislative matters. In 
order to carry out this assignment 
I have appointed the Committee 
on Legislation with a member from 
Lincoln as co-ordinator and mak- 
ing up the membership principally 
of the chairmen of the committees 
which proposed legislation at the 
annual meeting, in order that a 
continuity might be had from last 
year’s committee work to this 
year’s activities of the association. 

Theodore J. Fraizer of Lincoln 
is chairman of the Committee on 
Legislation and will act as a co- 
ordinator with the other members 
of the committee. 

The Committee on Legislation 
at the annual session proposed the 
adoption of Act V of the Uniform 
Vehicle Code which recommenda- 
tion was approved by the House 
of Delegates. Charles F. Bongardt 
of Omaha prepared the act in a 
form to be drafted into a legislative 
bill but since the meeting of the 
House of Delegates in October a 
new model code has been adopted 
by the Uniform Motor Vehicle Ad- 
ministration which combines Act

V with four other acts. This change 
was called to the attention of the 
Executive Council of your asso- 
ciation on December 12 and it was 
the decision of the Executive Coun- 
cil that since the combined act as 
now proposed had not been con- 
sidered by the House of Delegates 
that this particular piece of legisla- 
tion should not be presented to the 
1955 Legislature. 

Charles F. Bongardt who was 
chairman of the Committee on 
Legislation last year is carrying 
on the work of preparing legisla- 
tion to cover the proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
United States which relates to the 
procedure of amending the Federal 
Constitution as well as the legisla- 
tion to permit the payment of 
wages and salary up to the amount 
of $500.00 due a deceased employee 
to the dependent spouse of such 
employee. 

O. E. Cassem of Omaha is pre- 
paring a proposed bill for amend- 
ment to the statutes defining quali- 
fications of municipal judges. 
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J. A. C. Kennedy of Omaha has 
prepared a bill designed to reduce 
the percentage of votes required 
for reorganization of a corporation 
or the reissuance or reclassification 
of stock. 

Flavel A. Wright of Lincoln is 
working upon the amendment to 
the inheritance tax statutes. He 
was chairman last year of the 
Section of Taxation and his work 
is supported by the Section of 
Taxation for this year. 

Floyd Wright of Scottsbluff was 
the chairman of the Committee on 
Oil and Gas Law, which made 
recommendations with respect to 
legislation in this field. He is 
working with other committees on 
oil and gas laws and will present 
the combined recommendations 
and suggestions of such groups for 
changes in the laws to the Legis- 
lature. 

Robert Van Pelt of Lincoln was 
reappointed chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary and is also 
a member of the Committee on 
Legislation. The recommendations 
of the Committee on the Judiciary 
for an increase in the salaries of 
judges of the Supreme Court and 
District Court as well as a retire- 
ment and pension plan for judges 
of the Supreme and District Courts 
were approved at the annual meet- 
ing and bills to achieve this will 
be presented to the Legislature. 
This is one of the major objectives 
of the association this year. Mr. 
Van Pelt and his committee of 38 


other members have been diligent- 
ly contacting state Senators and 
it is the hope of the committee and 


officers of the Nebraska State Bar 
Association that a substantial in- 
crease will be made by the Legis- 
lature in the salaries of the judges 
of both the District Court and the 
Supreme Court and that a retire- 
ment and pension plan will be 
adopted for such. This will re- 
quire the support of all members. 

The Committee on Crime and De- 
linquency Prevention has under- 
taken a substantially larger pro- 
gram in cooperation with the Dis- 
trict Judges Association, the Gov- 
ernors Conference, Lincoln Bar 
Association and a citizens group. 
They have three thoughts in mind 
which they will attempt to carry 
out. First, a change in the parole 
system to make it a state wide or- 
ganization, second, to reduce ju- 
venile delinquency, and third, to 
strengthen the law so as to pro- 
vide more rigid punishment for 
sex violators. 

The Section of Taxation has just 
completed a most successful insti- 
tute on the 1954 federal revenue 
law. The Nebraska State Bar As- 
sociation is fortunate to have mem- 
bers who are willing to give so 
generously of their time in the 
preparation and presentation of in- 
stitute programs. Our association 
is unique in that it charges no 
registration fee for its institutes. 

Accomplishment of Nebraska 
State Bar Association objectives 
may be achieved if all do some- 
thing. It is an organization of 
lawyers for lawyers and adminis- 
tered by lawyers. 
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FIFTY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING 


The fifty-fifth annual meeting 
became another highlight in the 
history of the Nebraska State Bar 
Association with a record attend- 
ance of 814 for the two-day session. 
Last year’s attendance of 863 in- 
cluded registrants of the institute 
which preceded the meeting. 

With the establishment of the 
House of Delegates all committee 
and section reports are made to 
that body, thus making it possible 
to devote nearly the entire time of 
the annual meeting to the various 
sections. 

Attendance at the section meet- 
ings was excellent as attested by 
the large registration. The meet- 
ings were well organized and pre- 
sented programs which were of 
practical value to every practi- 
tioner. 

The meeting started on Thursday 
morning, October 14, with an in- 
vocation by Rabbi Sidney H. 
Brooks, Temple Israel, Omaha, fol- 
lowed by an address of welcome by 
Donald C. Hosford, president of 
the Omaha Bar Association, and 


response by Harry Gantz of Alli- 
ance. 

J. D. Cronin delivered the presi- 
dent’s address summarizing his 
term as president of the associa- 


tion. 


Following adjournment of the 
meeting at noon, law school alumni 
luncheons were held by Creighton 
University, Harvard Law School, 
University of Michigan, University 
of Nebraska and University of 
Omaha.

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THE MOTION FOR REHEARING 


By JUDGE EDWARD F. CARTER 


Remarks by E. F. Carter at the Order 
of the Coif Breakfast held in connection 
with the Nebraska State Bar Association 
meeting 1954. 


The president of this group has. 


invited me to talk to you about 
certain procedures in the supreme 
court, with special reference to the 
functional purpose of the motion 
for a rehearing. I shall talk about 
a few matters within this field 
which have particularly attracted 
my attention in the hope that they 
may have some professional value. 

Before undertaking a discussion 
of the purposes and objects rea- 
sonably expected to be accomplish- 
ed by the filing of a motion for a 
rehearing in the Supreme Court, 
it may be well to examine into 
its basic nature. The filing of a 
motion for a rehearing is a matter 
of grace and not of right, and nec- 
essarily exists only by court rule. 
It is a request addressed to the 
court for it to revise its opinion 
or judgment by correcting errors 
and modifying or setting aside its 
judgment. Its object is to point 
out mistakes of law or fact, or 
both, which are alleged to exist in 
the court’s opinion. It is for the 
protection of the court as well as 
the litigant. 

It is a protection to the court 
against error because of the meth- 
od in which the court must con- 
duct its business in order to dis- 
pose of its case load. It is a well- 
known fact that each member of 
the court cannot read the whole 


record in each case, although the 
record is often read by more than 
one judge. Reliance must be had 
upon the judge to whom the case 
is assigned for the preparation of 
an opinion. This applies primarily 
to his conclusions of fact, but it 
sometimes applies to the applica- 
tion of the law to the stated facts. 
In any event, it affords an oppor- 
tunity to have such claimed error 
pointed out in a manner that will 
bring it to the attention of the 
whole court. 

When I became a member of the 
supreme court, almost 20 years 
ago, the case load was much great- 
er than it is now. Time did not 
permit oral hearings on motions 
for a rehearing. The drop in the 
case load permitted the court to 
hear oral arguments on these mo- 
tions. Since September 20, 1943, 
the court has afforded an opportun- 
ity for counsel to be heard orally 
on them, thus assuring to counsel 
that his contentions are brought to 
the personal attention of all mem- 
bers of the court. 

The court has not been prone to 
grant rearguments of cases on re- 
hearing. Some cases are very close 
on law or fact and, particularly 
where the court is divided, a re- 
argument could serve a very use- 
ful purpose even though the court 
might eventually adhere to its for- 
mer opinion. But I do not mean 


to imply that the filing of a mo- 
tion for a rehearing is a useless 
procedure. While rehearings have 
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been allowed in very few cases, 
they ofttimes result in supplement- 
al opinions which modify or clarify 
the main opinion. In other words, 
it does serve as a proceeding for 
the correction of errors. 
Familiarity with the procedure 
of the court in handling motions 
for a rehearing might be of aid to 
you in determining the best meth- 
od of presentation. After the oral 
argument on the motion or after 
its submission without oral argu- 
ment, it is assigned to a member 
of the court for investigation and a 
written report. The writer of the 
opinion or a dissenting member of 
the court is not eligible to investi- 
gate and report on the motion for 
rehearing. The reasons for this 
are obvious. The written report 
goes to all members of the court 
and is discussed in consultation 
before a final ruling is made. 


With the objectives and purposes 
of a motion for a rehearing thus 
defined and the procedure for their 
handling as it is, it is not too diffi- 
cult to determine the general func- 
tion of the lawyer with reference 
thereto. But in the final analysis, 
one must be governed by the par- 
ticular problem posed in his case. 
My comments from this point on 
are my own personal opinions. I 
suggest them for what you think 
they may be worth and without 
any thought that they ought in 
all instances to be followed. Neither 
can I assure any success if you 
should make some use of them. 
After all, the best prepared and 
best presented motion will gain 
you nothing if you are unable to 


establish prejudicial error in the 
court’s opinion. 

In most instances the motion for 
a rehearing is too general. Most 
lawyers treat it as a reargument of 
the whole case. This is a complete 
misconception. The motion and 
brief should be limited to specific 
errors in the opinion. Ordinarily 
it is a mistake to try to cover the 
whole case. Sometimes the claim- 
ed error is such that a general dis- 
cussion of the evidence is neces- 
sary. For instance, if the claimed 
error is that the court improperly 
found the evidence was not suffi- 
cient to take an issue to the jury, 
a discussion of the evidence on 
that point would be justified. But 
in most instances, the claimed 
error arises out of the application 
of the law to established facts. In 
such cases the motion for a rehear- 
ing should pinpoint the claimed 
error and avoid a discussion of 
general propositions. I have heard 
it said that one should use a rifle 
and not a shotgun in attack- 
ing the opinion. The statement is 
an apt one. 


In the writing of the brief in 
support of the motion, it is too 
often assumed that it is supple- 
mental to those filed before the 
argument of the case. This gives 
rise to the statement that we hear 
so often by counsel resisting a re- 
hearing that the motion raises 
nothing new and points out no 
claimed error that was not fully 
discussed in the original argument 
to the court. Where the opinion 
indicates that the claimed error 
was fully considered by the court, 
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a rehash of the question is gen- 
erally a futile effort. Unless you 
can show pure mistake or some- 
thing new which would affect the 
result, the filing and arguing of 
the motion is ordinarily a useless 
gesture. 


It is often assumed, I think, that 
one has more chance of success 
in obtaining a reargument in a 
case where the court was closely 
divided. I doubt if this is true. 
Where there has been a division on 
the court, particularly if a dissent 
has been filed, there is a great 
likelihood that the issues have 
been thoroughly discussed and a 
considered decision made on the 
controversial points. On the other 
hand, where no division of the 
court is indicated, there could be 
an oversight or error that com- 
pletely escaped the attention of all 
members of the court. It has been 
my experience that more success 
has been attained in the latter in- 
stances than in the former. 

Probably the most common criti- 
cism of the court’s opinions, inso- 
far as counsel in the particular 
case is concerned, is that the court 
has not discussed and decided all 
the issues posed by the appeal. In 
the writing of an opinion the writ- 
er must determine the issues that 
are controlling of the result. Those, 
which he feels bear no relationship 
to the final result, he disregards. 
Unless this be done, opinions which 
are already too long would be 
burdened with irrelevant matters. 
The court as a whole must rely 
upon the judgment of the author 
of the opinion. If counsel are able 


to demonstrate on motion for a 
rehearing the importance of an 
issue which has been thus disre- 
garded, it will receive the further 
attention of the court. It would 
constitute a point upon which the 
judge to whom the motion was 
assigned would be required to in- 
vestigate and report. But too often 
the claimed issue is incidental and 
not a controlling one. When this 
is found to be true, the court will 
not grant a rehearing or even file 
a supplemental opinion. I con- 
cede that such cases often leave 
counsel in an emotional state of 
mind with reference to the court’s 
opinion. It is a hazard which court 
and counsel both must assume. 


Court opinions are always sub- 
ject to discussion, particularly by 
participating counsel. Counsel who 
win usually praise the opinion, no 
matter how poorly it is written. 
Counsel who lose are just as apt 
to criticize it no matter how well 
it is written. The court is caught 
in the middle. It is certain that a 
court ought not to attempt to an- 
swer every question raised. On 
the other hand, it ought not to dis- 
regard any controlling issue. No 
two judges, because of the inher- 
ent make-up of each, disposes of a 
case in the same manner or in the 
same number of words. This leaves 
the field in a rather liquid status 
when it comes to the matter of 
filing motions for a rehearing. It 
has been very noticeable over the 
years that the short, concise opin- 
ion is less susceptible to the filing 
of rehearing motions than the opin-

ion which attempts to answer ev- 
erything and makes use of many 
pages in doing so. 

It is not my purpose to discour- 
age the filing of motions for re- 
hearings. This, I think, is the atti- 
tude of the whole court. No judge 
has anything to concern himself 
about, if he has written a correct 
and understandable opinion. If it 
is not correct and understandable, 
he ought to be concerned. He 
should desire to arrive at the cor- 
rect answer, irrespective of pride 
of authorship or fear of criticism. 
The Supreme Court is no place for 
a thin-skinned individual. It is 
only by directing criticism at an 
opinion that we can guard against 
error. When it is done in a re- 
spectful manner, as it always 
should be, no judge should take of- 
fense. I know of none that does 
and I am quite sure that if one did, 
the others would rise to the defense 
of the lawyer. It takes courage to 
criticize a court’s opinion to its face, 
but unless you possess that cour- 
age when you honestly think that 
prejudicial error has crept into an 
opinion, you lack one of the essen- 
tials of a good lawyer who is duty 
bound to protect the interests of 
his client in an honorable and loyal 
manner. It is that same kind of 
courage that a judge must have 
when he must decide against liti- 
gants and lawyers with whom he 
has a personal acquaintance. 


It is plain that court and counsel 
have problems that each must 


solve. If each conscientiously per- 
forms his duty with due respect for 
the obligations of the other, it will 
militate toward the success of our 
judicial system and a greater re- 
gard for the honorable lawyer who 
does his duty well. 

The number of appeals that we 
are required to dismiss and the 
number of bills of exceptions that 
we have been required to quash 
because of procedural mistakes ex- 
ceed the number that we ought 
reasonably to expect. At the open- 
ing session of court this fall we 
were confronted with a number 
of motions falling within these two 
classes. 

The prompt disposition of cases 
requires that a procedure be estab- 
lished to get a case before the 
court. Without time limits along 
the route prescribed to get a case 
submitted to the court, it would 
become stalled in a morass of neg- 
ligence, delay and indifference. It 
is only by definite rules that the 
case load of the court can be ex- 
pedited. We have spent much 
time in making the _ procedural 
rules of the court simple and un- 
derstandable. The jurisdictional 
requirements have been reduced to 
a minimum and the time element 
shortened for the benefit of liti- 
gants with full protection to those 
who become involved in circum- 
stances which they or their clients 
cannot control. But even so, the 
court is called upon to dismiss ap- 
peals and quash bills of exceptions 
which have not been handled in 
accordance with the rules. 

The court has the power to fix

the qualifications for admission to 
the bar. There are those who urge 
more strict qualifications while 
others urge a more lenient policy. 
The requirements have become 
higher and the rules have been 
simplified. Yet, we are continu- 
ally faced with alleged violations 
of applicable statutes and rules 
that are harmful to the interests 
of litigants. High standards for 
admission to the bar are intended 
as a protection to litigants in pro- 
cedural matters with which they 
are wholly unfamiliar as well as 
matters of substantive law. But 
it is evident that high standards 
of learning do not eliminate care- 
lessness and indifference. 

The failure of an appeal because 
of a procedural mistake is likely 
to be designated as a ‘technicality 
of the law.’ In one sense of the 
word it is technical, but without 
rules the court would be bogged 
down in its work. Appeals would 
linger indefinitely and the conse- 
quent delays would work a denial 
of justice. We must have rules 
of procedure which must be en- 
forced. But the court dislikes to 
dispose of cases on _ procedural 
grounds. It leaves the impression 
with the lay public that justice 
is a game with many technical 
rules which are whimsically ap- 
plied. It is a reflection in the eyes 
of the public on the bar, the court, 
and the profession. 

It is not my purpose here to 
criticize lawyers who have made 
procedural mistakes. We have all 


made them. It is my purpose to 


call your attention in a construc- 
tive manner to the fact that negli- 
gence and indifference are the 
bane of the lawyer and an anathe- 
ma to a court of justice. We must 
have rules. To be effective they 
must be enforced. Each enforce- 
ment which is detrimental to a 
litigant adds to the public feeling 
that justice is a game and not cer- 
tain of result. We must make 
compensation for the expeditious 
trial of cases, but it appears to me 
that we are still paying too high 
a price to attain it. A rough ex- 
amination of the cases reveals that 
about 35 percent of our syllabus 
points deal with procedural mat- 
ters. It seems too high a percent- 
age. A lawyer can find no sub- 
stitute for a thorough knowledge of 
procedural statutes and rules with 
which he must constantly deal. 
Procedural failures most assured- 
ly reflect no credit upon the pro- 
fession of the law and they have a 
tendency to create a false attitude 
by the public towards the admin- 
istration of justice. 





“The lawyers are the only group in a 
community who really know how well 
judicial work is being done. The public 
may rightfully look to them to be the 
first to condemn practices or tendencies 
which they see departing from the best 
judicial traditions. They have the in- 
formation to be fair and the standing to 
make criticism effective. Most judges 
covet the bar’s good opinion of their 
workmanship, and, even more, of their 
honor. The highest satisfaction that 
comes to the just judge is a secure place 
in the respect of his profession. If the 
bar is courageous but fair in its demand 
for high judicial standards, it is not 
likely often to be disappointed.”—Robert 
H. Jackson. 
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NEAR RECORD CROWD ATTENDS 
TWELFTH ANNUAL TAX INSTITUTE 


Large crowds attended the 
Twelfth Annual Institute on Fed- 
eral Tax Law in Alliance, Grand 
Island and Omaha during Decem- 
ber. The total attendance of 559 
lawyers, representing 154 differ- 
ent towns was a near record for the 
December institutes. 

Eighty-one lawyers from the 
western part of the state attended 
the institute at Alliance on Decem- 
ber 6 and 7. Attendance at Grand 
Island for December 8 and 9 was 
160 and at Omaha on December 10 
and 11 the number reached 318. 

The large audiences mark a trend 
of ever-increasing interest by at- 
torneys attending the _ institutes 
presented by the association. At- 
tendance has been consistently 
larger at each December institute 
since 1948, being exceeded only by 
the institute of 1947 at which the 
effect of Nebraska’s community 
property law was considered.

most legal periodicals. 


NEBRASKA ATTORNEYS SERVING FEDERAL 
AND STATE GOVERNMENT 


Two past presidents of the Ne- 
braska State Bar Association have 
recently received important gov- 
ernment appointments.

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CANONS OF PROFESSIONAL ETHICS 


The Canons of Professional Eth- 
ics of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, under the rules of integration 
of the Nebraska State Bar Associa- 
tion, were adopted as the rules of 
professional conduct for the law- 
yers of Nebraska. The Journal 
will publish at least one of the 


Canons in each issue. Canons 1 
to 4 follow: 
1. The Duty of the Lawyer to 
the Courts. 


It is the duty of the lawyer to 
maintain towards the Courts a re- 
spectful attitude, not for the sake 
of the temporary incumbent of the 
judicial office, but for the mainte- 
nance of its supreme importance. 
Judges, not being wholly free to 
defend themselves, are peculiarly 
entitled to receive the support of 
the Bar against unjust criticism 
and clamor. Whenever there is 
proper ground for serious com- 
plaint of a judicial officer, it is the 
right and duty of the lawyer to 
submit his grievances to the proper 
authorities. In such cases, but not 
otherwise, such charges should be 
encouraged and the person making 
them should be protected. 

2. The Selection of Judges. 

It is the duty of the Bar to en- 
deavor to prevent political consid- 
erations from outweighing judicial 
fitness in the selection of Judges. 
It should protest earnestly and ac- 
tively against the appointment or 
election of those who are unsuit- 
able for the Bench; and it should 
strive to have elevated thereto only 
those willing to forego other em- 


ployments, whether of a business, 
political or other character, which 
may embarrass their free and fair 
consideration of questions before 
them for decision. The aspiration 
of lawyers for judicial position 
should be governed by an impar- 
tial estimate of their ability to add 
honor to the office and not by a de- 
sire for the distinction the position 
may bring to themselves. 

3. Attempts to Exert Personal 

Influence on the Court. 

Marked attention and unusual 
hospitality on the part of a lawyer 
to a Judge, uncalled for by the 
personal relations of the parties, 
subject both the Judge and the 
lawyer to misconstructions of mo- 
tive and should be avoided. A 
lawyer should not communicate or 
argue privately with the Judge as 
to the merits of a pending cause, 
and he deserves rebuke and de- 
nunciation for any device or at- 
tempt to gain from a Judge spe- 
cial personal consideration or fa- 
vor. A self-respecting independ- 
ence in the discharge of profes- 
sional duty, without denial or dim- 
inution of the courtesy and respect 
due the Judge’s station, is the only 
proper foundation for cordial per- 
sonal and official relations between 
Bench and Bar. 

4. When Counsel for an Indigent 

Prisoner. 

A lawyer assigned as counsel for 
an indigent prisoner ought not to 
ask to be excused for any trivial 
reason, and should always exert 
his best efforts in his behalf.
